WEDEN, like Southern Ireland, 

- is profoundly grateful to her 
Government for having kept her 
out of the war. Like de Valera’s 
Government, the Swedish Govern- 
ment is, however, to-day a little self- 
conscious about its neutrality. Per- 
haps a little more so. For, while 
the geographical position of Ireland 
dictated that her neutrality should 
operate mainly to the advantage of 
the Allies, that of Sweden dictated 
a policy that was bound mainly to 
favour the Germans. Even before 
the war most of Sweden’s foreign 
trade was with Germany; and, with 
the rest of the world cut off, that 
trade was bound to increase. In 
fact, both Sweden's imports from 
“Germany and exports to Germany 
nearly doubled during the war years. 
Be. he war the Swedes had a

They can see the fare on the 
“clock,” and they scarcely can 
be expected to .believe that the 
driver’s demand for twice that 
amount is anything better than a 
“try-on.”’ They are wrong, of 
course; but still the incident is 
‘bound to leave a bad taste. ‘Not 
less important is the fact that one 
section of public trahsport has 
been put into the luxury class. In 
London, the ordinary man does 
not hesitate to hail a taxi; in 
Dublin, he is unlikely to make 
use Of one unless he is hurrying 
for a train with a trunk and two 
suit cases. For all ordinary 
purposes, a public service — and 
taxis are, surely, a public service 
—has been put out of reach of 
all but the comparatively rich. 
Already it has been noticed that 
some drivers, possibly fearing a 
loss of custom if the present legal 
prices are maintained in the new 
circumstances, have charged 
passengers less than the legal fare. 
Is there any reason why an 
official change to the status quo 
ante should not be made at 
once?

GENERAL DE GAULLE 


For a short while after the war 
it looked as if General de 
Gaulle’s personal prestige in his 
sown country had “slumped.” The 


‘short - lived. The events of the 
past week demonstrate beyond 
a shadow of doubt how his per- 
sonality has captured the imagin- 
ation of the great majority of 
Frenchmen. If the Constituent 
‘Assembly genuinely represents the 
opinion of the people of France, 
it. is manifest that they will go to 


than ‘let the national leadership 
pass from the hands of the man 
who symbolised it during all the 
weary years of occupation. Last 
week the ‘Assembly, by a unani- 
mous vote, charged General de 
Gaulle with the task of forming 
an all-party Government: He 
failed,. because the powerful 
Communist wing refused to parti- 
cipate unless one of the three 
dominant portfolios — Foreign 
Affairs, War or the Interior — 
should be entrusted to a Com- 
munist nominee. The general had 
no option but to reject these con- 
ditions. AA Communist Minister 
for War or for Foreign Affairs, 
as he saw the matter, was bound 
to play into the cg á of Russia; 
a Communist Minister of the In- 
terior would upset the entire out- 
look of a nation which, in spite 
of its “leftward” tendency, re- 
mains strongly individualistic and 
conservative at heart. In the 
circumstances, General de Gaulle 
handed back his mandate to the 
Assembly. The answer amounted 
to a vote of confidence of the first 
order. Admitting, as it were, that 
France could not do without him 
at the head of affairs, the 
Assembly —. without, on this 
occasion, the support of the Com- 
munists—asked him to reconsider 
his decision, and, in effect, to try 
again. 
As we write, it remains 
uncertain whether he will succeed. 
By all accounts, he is willing that 
the Communists shall be given 
one-third of the available port- 
folios, but there is no sign of any 
weakening of his determination 
that those of War, Foreign 
Affairs and the Interior shall be 
denied to them. It looks as if 
France must dispense with the 
facade of national solidarity to 
which she has aspited, and must 
content herself—like other demo- 
cratic countries—with a system of 
party government. Outwardly, 
there is no reason why General 
de Gaulle should not be satisfied. 
He commands. a dominating 
majority in the Assembly, since 
both the Socialists and the 
Mouvement Républicain Popu- 
laire—or Catholic Left—refuse to 
accept anybody else as head of 
the State, and he is at liberty to 
exercise in France all the powers 
that are available to a British 
Prime Minister—or, indeed, to a 
President of the United States. 
The trouble is, however, that the 
conception of national solidarity 
means a great deal to France. 
Her people recall the bitter dis- 
sensions between the parties 
which played so dangefous a part 
in her history before the war.

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« FISHING IN EIRE” 


TO: THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH, TIMES. 

SIR—Lord Powerscourt’s’ letter 
has, been already answered by 
Major Walter Nolan, who “is a 
keen angler, and also a member of 
the Irish Society for the ‘Protection 
of Birds. However, in view of the 
fact that this society is mentioned 
in his lordship’s letter, the com- 
mittee feel that a further statement 
of the case is necessary 

Nobody denies that the heron 
eats trout, but he also eats rats, 
frogs and coarse fish, such as pike, 
etc.; he is especially fond of eels, 
which are very destructive to the 
spawn of salmon and trout. Major 

olan’s experience of better fishing 
when the herons are protected is 
confirmed by another great sports- 
man, Major Seigne, who told me 
that he never molested the herons, 
and in consequence he enjoyed 
much better fishing than his friends 
who shot ‘them. Perhaps, there 
are no eels in the rather rapid river 
which flows through Lord Powers- 
court’s estate and his herons are 
forced by necessity to extreme 
measures in order to survive. Are 
tH@y to blame for this? Men have 
been known to run amok when 
similarly circumstanced. 

To generalise from a_ particular 
case is bad jlogic, and to state 
that the heron is the arch- -poacher 
is absurd- I am interested in a 
small stream, situated a few miles 
from Lord Powerscourt’s demesne, 
which is frequently visited by one 
Or two herons, and there is no 
comparison beween the effect of 
their activities and the work of 
poachers, who once wiped out 80 
per cent. of its fish by lime. 

Lord Powerscourt writes “ assum- 
ing that there must be hundreds 
of thousands of these _ pests 
stationed at _ intervals on all 
the waterways of Eire.” This 
assumption is hopelessly inaccurate; 
there may be 10,000 herons, in all 
Eire, but some experts are inclined 
to place the number as low as 5,000, 

The Committee of the Irish 
Society for the Protection of Birds 
is composed of persons who have 
expert knowledge of bird life—they 
are not foolish sentimentalists, and 
have never asked for protection 
orders for any bird whose habits 
were generally detrimental to an 
legitimate interest. I refer to suc 
birds as the cormorant, the grey or 
hoodie crow, the magpie, several 
species of gull, etc.

HE Duke of Westminster, one of 
the richest men in the world, has 
arrived in Dublin on business. He 
is attended by an impeccable man- 
servant, who wears a black coat and 
striped trousers. i 
This morning the Duke leaves by 
car for Kilkenny, in search of a 
small stud-farm, and possibly a 
horse or two. But let there be no 
rush with offers of property, The 
Duke has not yet made up his mind 
about what he wants. 
The last time he was in Dublin 
was in 1921. He became involved, 
guite against his will, in a numbar 
of street battles. He departed from 
Ireland via the North Wall and his 
own yacht, the Cutty Sark. 


In Character 


in a world in which everybody 
tries to look like everybody else, the 
Duke of Westminster continues to 
look exactly like a duke. 

He is a big man, well over six 
feet in height, with the careless, rich 
look that is achieved only by dukes, 
and by English dukes at that. He 
walked about Dublin yesterday hat- 
less, but carrying a hat in his hand, 
which, if I know anything about 
Jeeves, was probably forced upon 
him by the impeccable manservant. 

In London he owns 600 acres of 
land in the neighbourhood of 
Victoria. He owns 30,000 acres in 
Cheshire and _ Flintshire, and 
another 600 acres in Scotland. 

In spite of these enormous pos- 
sessions, and that rich and careless 
look, the Duke is a man of—for 
our inquiring purposes—a painful 
modesty. 

The first thing that he said was: 
“1 don’t know how you’ re going to 
make anything out of me.” He said 
it as if it was his fault. Then, 
later, he let slip odd, tantalising 
sentences like: “ Chamberlain told 
me he was going to give you back 
your ports . And then he 
would stop, apparently in the fear 
of boring me. 

In December he intends to return 
for a real holiday. Then, perhaps, 
I might make a new attempt to find 
out what it feels like to own 600 
acres of land in the neighbourhood 
of Victoria. 


Composer and Bride 


The Irish composer, E. J. Moeran, 
has arrived in Dublin with his wife, 
Peers Coetmore. On Sunday she 
will perform his new concerto for 
‘cello and orchestra at the Capitol 
Theatre. 

The Moerans were married on 
July 26th of this year. They have 
been in trouble ever since with 
rather embarrassing stories about 
the concerto romantically composed 
for the bride. 

Like all good musicians, the 
Moerans live for music. They have 
been working hard for many months 
on the new concerto. It distresses 
them a little that the public’s chief 
interest in the new work should be 
confined to the question: “ Did you,

OBITUARY 
MONSIGNOR SEXTON 


The death occurred yesterday, after a 
brief illness, of the Right Rev. Monsig- 
nor-Sexton, D.D., V.G., Dean of Cork 
and Parish Priest. of St. Patrick's A 
native of Cork City, he was one of 
the first pupils at the 
Brothers’ School, and studied for the 
priesthood at St. Finbarr’s Dio¢esan 
Seminary and at Maynooth, where he 
was ordained in 1896. After a period 
as Professor of Dogmatic Theology at 
All Hallows College, Dublin, he re- 
turned to Cork in 1906 as President 
of the college at Farranferris. In
